The British Imperialist Blseusses Our 


Matlooal Mission. 


Alexandria, Egypt, Feb. 11.—Views 


concerning- the future of the United 
States, even more far-reaching than 
most 
American 
imperalists 
have 


broached, are '.eld by Cecil Rhodes, who, 
in conversation with a representative 
of the Associated Press, on board the 
steamer Hapljurg, on the Mediterranean, 
by which he came to Egypt in the in- 
terests of the Cape to Cairo railroad and 
telegraph, predicted most confidently 
that within a century the United States 
would have advanced the work begun 
/n the acquisition of Cuba until it con- 
trolred all of the American hemisphere, 
except Canada. 


Mr. Rhodes expressed admiration for 


the work already don* in Cuba and pre- 
dicted that it would be carried on in the 
Philippines. The United States he con- 
sidered one of the nations best equipped 
for colonization, and repeatedly ex- 
claimed. "You are taking to it like 
mother's milk," apparently with the 
greatest delight. 


He inquired with great interest what 


was the arguments of the opponents of 
Imperialism in the United States, and 
commented that they seemed to be ani- 
mated by selfishness. "It is the duty of 
civilized nations to take charge of the 
barbarians and give them a white man's 
government," he said. "The United 
States is one of the great powers and 
cannot escape this duty." 


He did not believe that the United 


States would ever withdraw its author- 
ity from Cuba, and thought the manner 
in which Spam had been evicted from 
her colonies and the United States had 
taken possession most business like. 
America's action In compensating Spain 
for the Philippines surprised him, "1 
would have bundled the Spaniards out 
and made them pay a war indemnity," 
was his comment. 


He declared that the United States 


could never withdraw from the Philip- 
pines, because it was their duty to give 
these people a strong and good govern- 
ment; nor did he believe that when they 
had begun to realize the results of their 
work there American* would desire to 
abandon the policy. They might grumble 
for a time over the expense, but that 
would be a mere "flea bite" to a nation so 
rich. Why not abandon some of the ex- 
penses of the pension list, which seemed 
so unreasonably large, if economy was 
necessary? Even if a large navy must 
foe built the United States could well af- 
ford one. 


So far as the fear of provoking for- 


eign entanglements and wars went, 
while England and the United State? 
stood together and maintained their 
present understanding, which was prac- 
tically an alliance, no combination of 
powers dare menace them. 


To the suggestion of the anti-lm- 


peralista that the Philippines would be 
only the beginning of colonization, he 
said: 
"There are no more islands of 


the sea, to be acquired. 
They are all 


taken up. 
The territory of savage 


races is practically all pre-empted by 
the civilized. 
The ultimate work of the 


United States will be to govern South 
America. 
You will probably begin with 


Mexico, acquire the Central American 
states, then those on the continent of 
South America, until you hold all the 
country to the south of you. 
These 


etates have incompetent governments— 
practically barbarian governments—and 
it will be your duty to give them the 
white man's government. 
Mexico is 


well. governed, but a nation cannot de- 
pend on one man, and when Diaz lr 
dead it may be ruled no better than 
before his time. 
Southward} is the log- 


ical direction of the expansion of the 
United States. 
The Philippines camr 


to you by accident; these neighboring 
peoples It will be logically your duty to 
provide for." 
When Elaine's efforts to 


arrange a friendly compact between tht 
North and South American republic? 
were mentioned, Mr. Rhodes called their 
visionary. 
"You will possess all those 


slates by force of arms, and that within 
a century," he said, emphatically. 


Asked If Canada would logically be 


included in this expansion, he said that 
Canada had a good government, and, 
therefore, there was no need for change. 
Summarizing America's policy, he said: 
"You people of the United States can- 
not always remain within yourselves. 
You cannot always go on making money. 
You must get out into the world, and 
take up your share of the world's bur- 
dens. 
Already you are outgrowing 


your own country. 
You will absorb 


other countries, and give them good gov- 
ernment. 
Why should you not? You 


have it in your blood. 
The Philippines 


will furnish new careen for your young 
men. 
The whole work will strengthen

Dropped From Service. 


Provisions In Appropriation BUI Which Will 


Stop Warship Building. 


Washington, March I.—Th* navy de- 


partment has put the big double-turreted 
monitor Puritan out of commission at 
the Norfolk navy yard, and it is said at 
the navigation bureau that this ship 
must be followed by others speedily, to 
the great detriment of the plans of the 
department. The estimates submitted 
to congress based on the minimum re- 
quirements of the navy provide for 20,- 
000 sailors. Congress cut this down to 
15,000. There are now 18(000 men in the 
service, so that 3000 of these must be 
dropped immediately. That means, ac- 
cording to the navigation officers, that a 
large part of the North Atlantic squad- 
ron must BO out of commission. 


It is probable that the h«avy reduction 


in the number of enlisted men and con- 
sequently of ships will interfere seriously 
with the conduct of the naval maneuvers 
this year. Another difficulty is going to 
be the impossibility of putting into con- 
dition the new ships at they are turned, 
over to the government by the builders 
simply for want of mtn to man them. 


The action of the senate Wednesday in 


the matter of ships armor caused Secre- 
tary lions' to take prompt measures yes- 
terday to bring the subject to the at- 
tention of the naval committees in the 
house and senate In the hope of securing 
a. change in the appropriation bill before 
it is finally enacted. The secretary and 
Captain O'Neill, chief of the ordnance 
bureau, in communications sent to the 
committee, declared that the action of 
the senate, if adhered to, meant the total 
stoppage of all naval construction, eay- 
ing that no armor can be procured for 
$300 per ton. It might have been pos- 
sible, it is said at the department, to go 
on and build ships without the armor 
under ordinary circumstances, trusting 
to the next congress to provide for it, but 
for a clause in the ^appropriation, bill 
which provides that no ships shall be 
built until the armor is contracted for. 
The effect of the two provisions will be 
to put a complete stop to shipbuilding 
operations as far as the navy is con- 
cerned. 


Although it is provided that a govern- 


ment armor plant shall be constructed 
In the event of the failure of,the depart- 
ment to secure bidA for supplying armor 
at the price fixed, the ordnance officers 
say that *uch a plant could not be con- 
structed and begin to supply the armor 
inside of two years at the earliest. They 
also declare that the limit of cost fixed 
for the plant is less than half of that 
found^ to be absolutely necessary by the 
special naval boaid which investigated 
the whole subject of government armor 
plants a few years ago. 


RUSH CONTINUES. 


Neither Br»nen of CongreM Appear* Dis- 


puted to Lose Much Tim*. 


Washington. March 3.—During almost 


the entire session yesterday the senate 
was engaged in routine business. Three 
score or more of minor bills were passed, 
the calendar being cleared entirely of 
private pnesion bills, and of measures 
correcting military and naval records. 


Two measures of national importance 


were passed, the fortifications appro- 
priation and the bill providing a code of 
criminal laws for the district of Alaska. 
A provision for the high licensing of the 
liquor traffic in the latter measure cre- 
ated considerable discussion, and an ef- 
fort was madfe to incorporate an abso- 
lute prohibition amendment, but it failed 
by a decisive vote. The fortifications 
bill was passed precisely as it caine from 
the house, without amendment, and goes 
to the president. The conference reports 
on the census and naval personnel bills 
were agreed to and those measures also 
f o to the president. 
• The senate, in executive session, took 
up the Sampson-Schley cases and dis- 
cussed them briefly. Senator Butler 
moved to consider the nomination of Ad- 
miral Schley independently of the other 
nominations, but It being apparent that 
no quorum was present the senate weiu 
Into open session. The motion remains 
pending and will be pressed by Senator 
Butler at the next executive session. The 
greater part of the session was devoted 
to u'nobjected nominations. 


No conference reports on appropriation 


bills were pressing at 6 o'clock last even- 
ing and the house therefore paid its last 
tribute of respect to the memory of the 
Jate Representative Hurley of New York 
by adjourning.

The private life of Rndyard Kipling 


has always ba*n sentaed from the pub- 
lic gate, but a few biographical odda 
and ends have at one time or another 
seen the light For example, we kiiow 
something of what his duties were on 
The Civil and Military Gazette. He had 
to prepare for the press all the tele- ! 
grams of the day: he had to provide ' 
extracts and paragraphs; he made arti- 
cles oat of official reports; he wrote 
brief editorial notes; he kept an eye on 
sports and looked after local news gen- 
erally ; finally he read all proofs except 
those of editorials, and on top of all 
this work he composed innumerable 
verses and stories. In his remarkable 
story of "The Man Who Would Be , 
King" he has given us a sketch of him- 
self sitting at his desk one Saturday 
night waiting to put the paper to press. 


"A king or courtier was dying at the 


other end of the world," he says, "and 
the paper was to be held until the last 
possible1 moment 
It was a pitchy, 


black, hot night and -raining—now 
and again a spot of almost .boiling 
water would fall on the dust. * * * 
The thing, whatever it was, was keep- 
ing us back. It would not come off. 
* * * I drowsed off and wondered 
whether the telegram was a blessing 
and whether this dying man was aware 
of the inconvenience and delav he was 
causing. * * * The clock hands crept 
np to 3 o'clock, and the machines spun 
their flywheels two or three times to see 
that all was in order before I said the 
word that would set them off. I conld 
have shrieked aloud. Then the'roar and 
rattle of the wheels shivered the quiet 
into little bits. 


It was in this trying environment that 


Kipling nevertheless composed some of 
his best things. In a couple of pages on 
< 'My First Book." which he contributed 
to McClure's four or five years ago, he 
told something about the way in which 
his verges were written, saying: 


"Bad as they were. I burned twice as 


many as were published, and of the sur- 
vivors at least two-thirds were cut down 
at the last moment. Nothing can be 
wholly beautiful that is not Useful, and 
therefore my verses were made to ease 
off the perpetual strife between the 
manager extending his advertisements 
and my chief fighting for his reading 
matter. They were born to be sacrificed. 
Rukn-Din, the foreman of oar. side, ap- 
proved of them immensely, for he was 
a Moslem of culture. He would say: 
'Your poetry very .good, sir; jrturt comr 
ing proper length today. Yoa giving 
•acre soon. One-third column just prop- 
«w. 
Mways can take op third, page.' 


Hr^mond, who set them up, had an un- 
v^«asant way of referring to a new lyric 
v^ ik aur chiz—one more thing—which 
* *»ever liked. The job side, too, were 
Ttboympathetic, because I psed to raid 
into their type for private proofs with 
old English and Gothic headlines. Even 
a Hindoo does not like to find tbe serifa 
of his fa cut away to make long s's. 
And in this manner, we'ek by week, my 
verses came to be printed in thepaper.' 


Of ourae these verges immediately at- 


tracted the attention of the English ex- 
iles in India, and scores of people soon 
began to demand the publication of the 
rhymes in book form. This was a little 
more than Kipling had bargained for 
when he dashed oft his lines as the exi- 
gencies of the paper or the inspiration of 
the moment suggested. Here again we 
may quote his own words: 


"A real book was out of the question, 


but I knew that Bnkn-Din and tbe office 
plant were at my disposal at a price if 
I did not use lite office time; also I had 
handled in the previous year a couple 
of small books, of which I was part 
owner, and had lost nothing. So there 
was built a sort of book, a leap, oblong 
docket, wire stitched, to imitate a D. 
O. government envelope, printed on one 
side only, bound in brown paper and 
secured with red tape, It was addressed 
to all heads of departments and all gov- 
ernment officials, and among a pile of 
papers would have deceived a clerk of 
20 years' service. Of these 'books' we 
made some hundreds, and aa there was 
no necessity for advertising, my public 
being to my hand, I took reply post- 
cards, printed the. news of the birth of 
the book on one aide," the blank order 
form on the other, and posted them up 
and down the empire from Aden to 
Singapore and from Quetta to Colombo. 
There was no trade discount, no reckon- 
ing twelves as thirteens, no commission 
and no credit of any kind whatever. 
The money came back in poor but hon- 
est rupees and was transferred from the 
publisher, the left-hand pocket, direct 
to the author, tbe right hand pocket. 
Every copy sold is a few weeks, and 
the ratio of expenses to profits, as I re- 
member it, has since prevented my in- 
juring my health by sympathizing with 
publishers who talk of their risks and 
advertisements." 


Kipling's old editor in India, E. Kay 


Bobinson. has written some delightful 
reminiscences of the famous author. 
When they first became acquainted, the 
editor was disappointed in bis, assistant, 
bat they soon became fast friends. Mr. 
Bobinson give* some amusing notes on 
tbe personality of his colleague. He 
•ays-. 


"There was one peculiarity of Kip- , 


ling's work which I really must men- I 
tion—namely, tbe amount of ink he 
used to throw aboutr In the heat of 
summer white cotton trousers and a 
thin vest constituted bis office attire, 
and by tbe day's end be WM spotted all 
over like a Dalmatian dog. He bad a 
habit of dipping his pea frequently and 
deep into tbe ink pot. and as all his 
movements were abrupt, almost jerky, 
tbe ink nsad to fly. Wh«o ha darted 
fete nyrooo,Mb« ru# to do about 
OB* thing or MOthay ia 
ttWMctiooi

Whan I knew Kipling in 


India, he waa bubbling over with poet- 
ry, which hia bard day's office work 
gate him no time to write. Tbe efforts 
of th* native police band in the pnblic 
gardens at Labor* to diaconrae English 
nraric to a sparae gathering of native 
nones and infanta wonld awaken as 
we passed some rhythm with accom- 
panying worda in his mind, and he 
wonld be obviously ill at ease because 
he could not get within reach of pen 
sad ink. Whethw Kipling wonld ever 
have been much of a musician I ccnnot 
aay. bnt I know that all the poems he 
wrote during tbe years we worked to- 
gether—many ,of tbe 'Departmental 
Dittiee,' for inetance—were written 
not only to music, but as music. I 
have before me now one of Kipling's 
poems of the 'Departmental Ditty' or- 
der which was never published. One of 
India's 'li^le wars' was in progress, 
and our special correspondent had tele- , 
graphed that on account of onr newspa- 
per's comments on tbe composition of 
tbe general's staff be had been boycotted 
by the general's orders. 'Here,' said I, 
handing tbe telegram to Kipling, 'is a 
subject for a nice little set of verses.' 


"Kipling read the telegram, thought 


a moment, then said: 'I have it. How 
would this do—'Rum tiddy um ti tum 
ti tum; tra la la ti tum ti tum ?' or 
words to that effect hummed* in notes 
that suggested a eojo on the bugle. 
I was quite accustomed to baring verses 
in their inceptional stage submitted in 
this shape for editorial approval, so I 
said that the poem sounded excellent 
and returned to my worn. In 20 min- 
utes Kipling came to me with the , 
verses, which began: 


"General SJr Arthur Victorious Jones, 
Great is vermilion splashed with gold." 
Dr. Theodore F. Wolfe, in his recent 


book called "Literary Haunts and 
Homes," describes Kipling's house at 
Brattleboro—the house known as Nau- 
lahka—and tells something of the au- 
thor's daily life. He says: 


"His study — whence some of his 


books have been removed to England— 
is a pleasant apartment at- tbe south 
end of the mansion, with that animat- 
ing landscape in view from its windows, 
and here, denying himself to all comers, 
he worked carefully and methodically 
for some hours of each morning record- 
ing his inventions and fancies in a char- 
acteristically clear and diminutive chi- 
rograpby—revising extensively and de- 
stroying so much that a friend says 
'bis waste basket sometimes contains 
more manuscript than his desk after a 
morning's labor.' Here he produced 
much of the virile and impassioned 
master verse of 'The Seven Seas' that 
marked him as a major poet, many cf 
the incomparable stories of the 'Jungle 
Books' and the whole of that delight- 
fully vivid and vigorous tale of the 
Gloucester fisher folk, 'Captains Coura- 
geous. ' Although he had not yet reach- 
ed tbe 'doll 
word' period of his au- 


thorship, hi 
eighbors considered that 


'his was the i-.^st profitable industry in 
the town.' 


"Tbe later hours of tbe day were de- 


voted to eaercise-r-including a daily ex-, 
cureion to tbe postoffice—and to recrea- 
tions which show him to be thoroughly 
in love with life, notwithstanding the 
inexorable fatalism of some of bis tales. 
His aversion to horses disinclining him 
for driving, he at first walked much 
over the surrounding hills and through 
all the near countryside. Later he pre- 
ferred bicycling, and was often met in 
the rural roads and lanes mounted upon 
bis wbeel, and not infrequently accom- 
panied by his wife. In these afternoon 
excursions his short, sturdy, broad 
shouldered figure was usually clad in a 
plain suit of gray; his round, swarthy 
face was shaded by a broad brimmed 
soft hat; his gray blue eyes always look- 
ed through glasses worn to correct as- 
tigmatism. He rode rapidly and well, 
and bad a ready salutation for every 
passing acquaintance. Occaisonally he 
found recreation in cultivating his gar- 
den or in winter shoveling aside tbe 
newly fallen snow, in going abroad upon 
snowsboes, or gleefully coasting over 
the glittering crust upon his own hill- 
side. Some time—not too much—he 
gave to social functions, in which he 
sbowed himself to be an unassuming 
and courteous guest and tbe most devot- 
ed and hospitable of hosts. Among oth- 
er visitors be entertained the gifted 
creator of 'Sherlock Holmes' and 'A 
Desert Drama,' Conan Doyle, who here 
bad a meet enjoyable experience of a 
New England Thanksgiving, although 
it was snowleas and the anticipated 
sleigh ride had to be foregone. 


"Kipling's affectionate regard for his 


home upon this sunny mountain side is 
expressed in the name he bestowed 
upon it, Tbe Kaulabka, meaning tbe 
very dear or precious—literally, 'cost- 
ing nine lahks.' It is the first and only 
habitation which he ever erected for 
himself. Here he dwelt for some years 
and wrought much of his marvelous 
work, here one of his children was born, 
and. whether he is to return to abide 
beneath this roof tree, as has been hoped, 
or whether his presence here is to re- 
main bnt a memory, the spot must ever 
be regarded with tender interest by rea- 
son of its association with a transcend- 
ent genius and a wondrous literary 
artist." —N*w YorkTribune.

HOW TO RULE FILIPINOS 


Senator Cushman K. D»rli Circs 


Hit Views. 


TREAT TEEK UNDLT, BUT FIE1CLT 


SOME THINGS HE KNEW. 


Wo«U Give tk» Fhllippiae Arekl- 


»•!•*• th* FmUe»t A«tonomiy When 
til* People Are Prepared For It. 


We Took the laluid*. 


In a recent speech in Cincinnati Sen- 


ator Cushman K. Davis, one of the 
American peace commissioners and 
chairman of the senate foreign relations 
committee, said: 


"Practically the entire question as 


to the Philippines was left by the pres- 
ident of the United States to the judg- 
ment and discretion of the American 
commissioners. It was at first thought 
that it weald be sufficient to take the 
island of Luzon, but the best military 
and naval authorities, Admiral Dewey, 
General Memtt and Commander Brad- 
bury, laid the situation before us from 
a military, naval and strategic point 
of view, whi<h made it perfectly obvi- 
ons that wo must either take the entile 
archipelago or abandou it entirely ; that 
the relation of those islands to each 
other was such that the acquisition of 
one with a hostile power or a foreign 
power of whatever character holding 
the others would only reproduce the 
conditions of Cuba as against the Unit- 
ed States and create a perpetual sore in 
the waters of the east. We were bonnd, 
in view of the astounding development 
which the Chinese sovereignty has been 
subject to, to have a enfficient naval 
station in those waters. Who in this 
audience would have expected that we 
would have left the Philippines or any 
portion of those islands to the ineffable 
and indescribable atrocities of Spain ? 


"We cannot endure, in view of our 


past and coming interests in the orient, 
that the Philippines shall be dismem- 
bered by foreign powers, as they will be 
tbe minute the United States removes 
itself from that situation, and above all 
things, my fellow citizens, although 
they appear perhaps dimly before us 
now, yet I believe there is a profound 
conviction in the minds of the Ameri- 
can people that part of ' all this force 
which has pushed us there and estab- 
lished us there is an impetus which tells 
for civilization, for a better Christian- 
ity, and that the United States as the 
great evangelist of the nations is bound 
to play a leading part in those waters 
and in those islands. 


"I would treat the Filipinos in this 


way, considering their present condi- 
tion and their inconsiderate actions, 
stimulated, I believe, by inconsiderate 
advice from the United States, I would 
treat them with the hand of paternal 
affection wherever possible and by the 
hand of paternal chastisement wherever 
necessary. And when the time should 
come, by the handling and development 
of the people, as it has come by the 
handling and development of Great 
Britain in tbe Straits Settlements imme- 
diately opposite, that little by little, by 
degrees, they conld be admitted to local 
autonomy, which I would grant to the 
fullest extent wherever possible in the 
due process of time, whenever they 
should be fit for it. I would act toward 
them as Great Britain has acted toward 
its civilized colonies. Whenever they 
wanted to go they should go. and I 
would rejoice that in the process of 
time an island republic could be estab- 
lished there in the Philippines against 
the island empire of Japan. But until 
that time shall come, the interest, the 
honor, the security of the American 
people demand that we shall hold tbe 
Philippine Islands not only under our 
protection, but under our rule. 


"To me the acquisition of the Philip- 


pine archipelago is not a mere gratifica- 
tion of lust or pride of conquest. Let 
us all endeavor to look a little beyond 
day after tomorrow as to these things 
and let us mark certain great tenden- 
cies proceeding with all the force and 
regularity and sometimes with the 
slowness of a great geological process 
and eee what is meant by that which is 
transpiring on the surface of human 
affairs within the last 60 years, and, 
fellow citizens, the tendency — shall I 
call it of humanity or shall I call it 
the forces — which move the human race 
toward the Chinese orient— the Pacific 
east. Everything has been subdivision- 
ed. France has acquired Madagascar. 
The great centers of activity are upon 
the east coast of Asia. Russia is con- 
structing across Siberia that great 
transcontinental railroad which was 
foretold 200 years ago. By the treaty of 
1896 Russia has obtained practical con- 
trol ot Chinese Manchuria, an area as 
large as Texas and containing 30, 000, - 
000 people. She has obtained Port Ar- 
thur, always open, for a terminus of n 
railroad instead of Vladivostok, frozen 
four months in the year. France has 
seized Siam, Anain, Camboge and Co- 
chin China. Germany has made a com- 
pensatory seizure. " 


H*n4 Pmnps Needed IB Mexico. 
Writing from Cindad Juarez, United 


States Consul Kindrick s»ys that thero 
ia no article of Common use to much 
needed in northern Mexico as hand 
pumps. The soil is arid, and the rain- 
fall is too light to afford a good supply 
to cisterns. Wells are a necessity, there- 
fore, and so are hand pumps and wind- 
mills. A windmill or a hand pump is aa 
essential to a home in that region as a 
cooking etoye. The best way to intro- 
duce an article of this kind, says Mr. 
Kindrick, is to havo a competent com- 
mercial traveler visit northern Mexico. 
But he must understand the language 
of the country.

It has been said frequently by thow 


who know them best that to the trm 
Parisians Paris is the world, and what 
is trne of the Parisian in particular is 
equally so of the French ii general 
They are deeply interested in journeys, 
expeditions and explorations, bnt when 
it comes to leaving their hearthstones 
the bare idea terrifies them. Sach being 
the case, ono of the features of the ex- 
position should be a tremendous success. 
This is the Mareorama of the painter 
Hngo d'Alesi, whose railway posters 
and whose school picture tablets have 
been adopted by the government. 


His plan will enable lovers of the 


boulevard to take a long voyage with- 
out leaving their eacy chairs— that is. 
the journey from Marseilles on the 
Mediterranean to Naples. Venice and 
Constantinople. The illusion is cleverly 
managed. The passenger goes on board 
the steamer, finds the deck and cabin 
correct in all details and the crew of 
genuine sailors obeying the orders of a 
bonalide captain. Around the ship are 
the blue waves, behind it the port of 
Marseilles, before it the sea and the 
horizon. The order to depart is given, 
smoke pours from the funnel, the water 
is churned up by the propeller of the 
vessel, which is placed on a pivot, four 
hydraulic pumps giving the motions 
of rolling and pitching, and in a few 
moments a fresh breeze, scented with 
the smell of the sea, strikes the face. 
This is furnished by ventilator.- filled 
with fresh seaweed. 


Comfortably seated on deck, the trav- 


eler enjoys the sighc as the vessel pro- 
gresses. passes the forts and meets ships 
and fishing boats. All the incidents of a 
sea trip are supplied. A fleet of war ves- 
sels is sighted, sunrise and sunset are 
admired, and the excitement of a storm 
at sea is safely tasted. The arrival at 
Venice takes place at night, while at 
Naples the port is entered at daylight, 
as is that of Constantinople. T^e illu- 
sion is produced by the walls of the 
panorama moving on both sides of the 
vessel. These canvases, more than 15 
yards high, slide smoothly by, moved 
by machinery, and the judicious use of 
lights and saline odors completes an ef- 
fect opposite to that frequently experi- 
enced when journeying by rail, when 
the traveler seems to stand still while 
the landscape moves by. ,

the journey on the Adria 
and Medi- 


terranean and the Bosporus. The site of 
the Mareorama at the Champs de Mars 
will be between the Eiffel tower and the 
station of the Molineus, and it promises 
to bo one of the attractions of the expo- 
sition.

Bay State legislature, 


Boston, March 1.—There was a lively 


hearing yesterday before the legislative 
committee on publio health when the 
remonstrants to the osteopathicts' bill 
were heard. So much time was taken 
up in deciding a knotty question as to 
whether each side should cross-examine 
the other that little evidence wag heard. 
•Before the state house committee the 
state house construction commissioners 
gave some interesting information re- 
garding the paintings and sculptured 
ornaments that are contemplated for the 
beautifying of the state house. 


Other hearings of importance were 


those on the proposed Nantasket beach 
reservation, on the carrying of freight 
on street railways, and the withdrawal 
of the state dairy bureau from the juris- 
diction of the state board of agriculture. 


When the house came in there was a 


heated debate on the bill to provide for 
the registration of horseshoers. 


Among the bills advanced to a third 


reading in the senate was the bill for 
licensing gas fitters and supervising gas 
fitting in Brookhne, and the bill provid- 
ing for a viva voce vote in election of 
city officials by city councils. After a 
long disc :ssion the body refused to sub- 
stitute a bill for an adverse report on the 
petition for the repeal of the law lim- 
iting the number of liquor licenses. The 
house received a favorable report on 
the bill to increase the salary of the 
assistant engineer at the state .house 
to $1200, and accepted an adverse report 
on the bill increasing the number of 
days within which recounts may be 
asked of ballots at elections.

Preacher Won Three Prize- 


fights to Save Cowboy. 


DIE FIGHT LASTED SEVEN BOUHD8 


At O«»elu»lo» of the Coatest* B»«h 


Cowboy Joined the Battered Bv»n- 
celUt'B Flock —Hard Hlttln* the 
Rale—Xo PnnluUuient WM Too Se-. 
vere For the Clergyman. 
In the interests of Christianity and to 


raise money for bis missionary work 
tho Rev. Cyrus Escomb, a traveling 
evangelist of the Punkard faith, recent- 
ly participated in three prizefights at 
Bellefourche, S. D., of twg, four and 
seven rounds respectively. 
In each he 


was victorious, and with every victory 
he saved, or thinks he saved, a soul. 


The Rev. Escomb has been holding 


revivals at the various cattle camps in 
this section for nearly a year. About 
the middle of January he carue to Belle- 
fourche. The citizens received him kind- 
ly, but the cow punchers from the neigh- 
boring ranges, concerning whose spirit- 
ual welfare he was especially solicitous, 
were not interested in religion. 


His opportunity came in an unex- 


pected way. Chnck Perkins, foreman on 
the "Star V" ranch, had been kicked 
by a vicious broncho and was indulging 
in considerable profanity. The Rev. Es- 
comb overheard and rebuked him. 
Chnck instantly became abusive. The 
minister, nervous and irritable from his 
long, up hill struggle with the cattle- 
men, threatened him with a whipping. 


"Lick me," said Chnck impressively, 


"an I'll jine yer church!" . 


Big Mike Crane, another of the "Star 


V" gang, and Charles Ranson, a local 
tough and bully, heard the conversation 
and "wanted in" in the game on the 
same terms. It was Crane who suggest- 
ed a cash donation of $25 in aid of the 
clergyman's work of evangelization for 
each fight he won. 


It was probably the clerical cut of the 


pastor's garments rather than anything 
in his appearance that made the men 
so confident, for when they came to 
strip they could not help noticing that 
he was decidedly in the heavyweight 
class and picked their best fighter to 
meet him first. Crane was their selec- 
tion. The fight was fought in a corral 
outside of town, where there waa no 
danger of interruption. A big crowd 
gathered to watch the result. 


Not much skill was displayed, but 


what the contestants lacked in science 
they made up in strength, courage and 
determination. To every one's astonish- 
ment the Rev. Escomb forced the fight- 
ing .from the start. Crane held his own 
during the first and second rounds, but 
came up groggy in the third and was 
knocked out in the fourth. 


Ranson made a better showing. He 


lasted seven rounds and mauled his an- 
tagonist severely. The latter won more 
by sheer endurance and indifference to 
punishment than by superior skill 
Ranson entered the ring at the begin- 
ning of the seventh round badly blown 
and much annoyed by the flow of blood 
from a cut over the eye. The Rev. 
Escomb saw his advantage and, avail- 
ing himself of his superior weight and 
reach, rushed his man rapidly about 
the ring, beat down his guards by pure 
force of muscle and finally landed a 
blow on his jaw under wkkh he went 
down and was unable to regain his feet. 


.Perkins confessed himself beaten be- 


fore he began fighting and devoted 
most S^ *ns time to dodging the rever- 
end gentleman's sledge hammer fiats. 
The latter was considerably battered, 


at Perkins, who bad at first considered 


"nimself sure of victory, completely lost 
his nerve when he saw Crane and Ran- 
son fall and would, as he afterward 
admitted, have kept out of the ring al- 
together had he been able to do eo 
creditably. He went out after two easy 
rounds. 


The Rev. Escomb held bis men strict- 


ly to their agreement, and all promptly 
paid their money aa4 Wofessed Chris- 
tianity. Perkins fed! tdnae took their 
defeat in excellent part, and the minis- 
ter exprtaees all confidence in their 
conversion, despite the unusual manner 
in which it was effected. Ranson is 
sullen and dissatisfied. He claims the 
clergyman fouled him, and it is doubt- 
ful if he will make a valuable or lasting 
addition to the evangelist's flock. 


The latter is an old Vermonter, passed 


his boyhood oil a farm, spent several 
years in the Wisconsin lumber camps 
and bore the reputation in his youth of 
being an almost invincible rough and j 
tumble fighter. He is now about 45 ' 
years eld and weighed in at the ring- 
side at 197 pounds. Crane is 82 years 
old and tips the beam at 219. Ransoc 
weighed 153 and Perkins 160—Special 
New York World.

Serertl Changea Made In the 


Bulea and Constitution. 


Sek*enle t* Be Prepared, Pending 
Mspoul ef SI Louis Clvb. 


New York, March 3.—Magnates of the 


National Baseball league, who have been 
holding their annual meeting at the 
Fifth Avenue hotel for the past three 
days, ended their deliberations last 
night 


During that time they passed the Rog- 


ers amendments to the constitution with- 
out any change; passed the Brush report 
OB the board of discipline, after making 
some Important changes; adopted the re- 
port of the rules committee, after certain 
modifications had been made, and passed 
a resolution which has a direct bearing 
upon the disposition of the St. Louis 
franchise. They did not take any action 
upon the Philadelphia admission ques- 
tion, nor did they adopt a schedule for 
the coming season. 


They adjourned subject to the call of 


the president, which means that when 
they next convene business can be trans- 
acted under a three-fourths vote, instead 
of a vote of all the members, as w ould 
bt necessary in case of a special meet- 
ing. 


As soon* as the magnates got into ses- 


sion they took up the constitution. John 
T. Rogers of Philadelphia read his pro- 
posed amendments, and after some dis- 
cussion they were unanimously adopted 
•Without any material changes. 


The Boston management scored a com- 


plete victory in their flght on the rules, 
which •« ere next discussed. The rule re- 
lating to grounds was wiped out entirely. 
Substantially all of the other rules sub- 
mitted to the league by the committee, 
consisting of Messrs. Hart, Eeach and 
Hanlon, were adopted. 


The rule relating to the position of the 


catcher -was passed without a dissenting 
vote. This rule prevents any catcher 
from playing outside the lines of his post 
in order to field bunting balls. 


The Brush report on the question ot 


discipline was taken up and gave rise to 
much 
discussion. 
The report was 


changed considerably 
before- it was 


Adopted, and while the scope of the 
charges on which a. player may be 
brought before the board of disciplint 
were not changed, the process was 
changed materially. 


Mr. Brush's measure in its original 


shape provides that as soon as corrob- 
orated and sworn charges had been 
made against an offender of the dis- 
cipline rules to the president of the 
league, the latter was to immediately 
report the matter to the board of dis- 
cipline for its action. 


The measure, as it now stands pro- 


vides, ftnt, the making of sworn charges 
against 'an offender to the president of 
the league. Second, these sworn charges 
must be sent to every director of the 
league: Third, if three-fourths of the 
magnates deem the case of such a na- 
ture as to require severe action, the mat- 
ter may then be sent to the board of dis- 
cipline upon a mail vote, nine of the 13 
members of the league voting for the 
sustaining of the charges. 


The following was passed unanimous- 


ly: 
"Kesolved, That the purchaser at 


a judicial sale of the assets of a club 
member of fhis league will not be en- 
titled to clUb membership without prop- 
er admission thereto, in accordance with 
the league's constitution." 


The above is a quiet warning by the 


league to all intended bidders for the 
league franchise in St. Louis. 


Referring to the schedule question, 


President Young said that the members 
liaa looked over both the three and four- 
trip 'ones presented, and, while they had 
adopted neither, all hands had expressed 
themselves in favor of the four-trip plan. 


Frederick K. Sterns of Detroit was 


elected a member of the board of dis- 
cipline for three years. 


It was announced that the next meet- 


ing of the league would be held in thia 
city Immediately after the sale of the 
£?t. L'ouis club. It was also intimated 
that If the brown stockings passed, into 
proper hands, the circuit would be cut 
down to 10 clubs, Baltimore and Cleve- 
land being the clubs that would be 
dropped. 
In the meantime, it is said, 


a 10-club schedule will be arranged.

BOMB HINTS ABOUT PASTRY COOK- 


ING. 


(By Mrs. Mary J. Lincoln.) 


If pastry is ever to be eaten, winter is 


the most suitable time, and perhaps a 
few general suggestions in regard to it 
will not be amiss, while the cold weather 
is still wjth us. 


There has been much indiscriminate 


condemnation of pastry, and while there 
are doubtless many people to whom it 
would be almost rank poieon, there are 
others who can eat it without any per- 
ceptible harm, provided it la made eo 
that it is light, dry and well baked. 


Unsuitable proportions of flour and f*t, 


unskillful handling, alack baking, over 
Indulgence and unwholesome combina- 
tions, are some of the causes for much 
of this tirade against pastry; but when 
good judgment,painstaking and a certain 
knack accompany its preparation, and 
an occasional indulgence at a suitable 
time, with suitable combinations, is fol- 
lowed by active exercise, there will be 
no occasion for such wholesale abuse of 
what la really a delicious article of food. 


Pastry flour should be used, a* this 


is soft and oily in texture. As It has 
less gluten it does not swell eo much 
as the new process, or bread flour (which 
often proves troublesome by crawling 
back when the dough Is rolled out), and It 
makes a more tender crust. 


Butter, or lard, or cream may be used 


for shortening. 


Butter alone makes a tougher but a 


better flavored and browner crust than 
lard alone. So if we wish to have a ten- 
der crust with a smaller amount of short- 
ening^ we use a mixture of lard and but- 
ter. The butter should be sweet and 
closed grained, with the buttermilk 
well worked out; and lard which has 
been tried out by mrfOng, rather than 
by steam or pressure, has the best short- 
ening quahues. 


These and the water should be as cold 


as possible. Salt should be used, and in 
larger proportion, with lard than with 


The simplest and quickest method of 
'• 


mixing is to cut or chop the shortening 
into flour, or it may be rubbed in with 
the finger tips, if you have cool hands 
and the knack of doing it quickly with- | 
out melting the fat Make a dough just 
stiff enough to be all taken up in a ball 
with you/ mixing knife. Use but little 
extra flour in rolling out; work quickly, 
roll lightly and let patting and light 
pounding take the place of much rolling. 


Divide into-portions large enough for 


one crust, and roll with a quick, light, 
sweeping stroke, till the size of the plate. 
Use granite or tin plates, not greased but 
dusted with flour. 


For juicy fruit plea use deep dishes 


and no under crust. Call them puddings 
if you prefer. 


For squash, pumpkin or custard, line 


deep plates with crust prick It, and bake 
it slightly before filling, if your ovon 
troubles you about oaking on the bot- 
tom. Pastry is better when fresh, aid 
for that reason make only enough for 
one day, or possibly two, at a time. 


The proportions for pastry for one 


pie are, one heaped cup pastry flour, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, one heaped table- 
spoon lard, and one heaped tablespoon 
butter.

Vegetables being plentiful and com- 
aratively inexpensive, we are inclined 
i be careless about the cooking and 
erving of them. Day after day we cook 
lem in the same fashion, season them 
idifferently and throw away all that 
, uneaten. Unlike meats, most vegeta- 
les properly recooked are no more indl- 
estible than they are when first cooked. 
udeed many kinds that could not be 
iten with impunity by children, fresh- 
7 cooked and served In the ordinary 
lanner are rendered most wholesome 
y passing through a puree strainer and 
erving reheated, as a vegetable or In 
. tie form of a cream soup. 


In preparing root vegetables for cook- 
ig all traces of earth should be removed. 
'hose belonging to the cabbage family 
hould be soaked for half an hour or 
aoro in cold water, head downwards, in 
>rder to remove any Insects that may be 
oncealed within. Usually vegetables 
ire cooked in boiling, salted water; salt 
3 used for two reasons, first, for the sa- 
•or, to which most people have become 
iccustomed, and in the case of green 
vegetables like peas, beans, Brussels 
;prouts and spinach, In order to reUaln 
and intensify the green color of the 


plants. 
This latter class should be 


soiled in a vessel uncovered. 


All vegetables that grow above the 


earth begin to deteriorate in value from 
the moment of gathering; but with care 
and especially at this season, they may 
be kept in Quite good condition for sev-* 
eral days. 


Of celery use the inner, tender, well- 


blanched stalks, uncooked, the day It 
is brought from the market. If these 
be wilted at all they should be put into 
cold water to which a slice of lemon has 
been added, and in a short time they will 
be found delightfully crisp and inviting. 
The tougher, fibrous stalks need not be 
discarded; cut them Into inch lengths, 
boil until tender, then simmer a few 
moments in cream sauce. Even the, 
leaves and roots nicely trimmed and 
the rougher portions of the stalks may 
serve to flavor a soup or a dish similar 
to the corned beef given in the menu. 
POACHED EGGS WITH CREAM TO- 


MATO SAUCE AND CHEESE. 


Toast five slices of bread cut in rounds. 


Melt two tablespoons (level) of butter; 
add two tablespoons of flour and one- 
fourth a teaspoon of salt, and cook until 
frothy; 
then 
add gradually three- 


fourths a cup of strained tomato-pulp, 
to which a few grains of soda have been 
added and half a cup of rich milk or 
cream. Dip the edges of the rounds of 
toast in the sauce, then pour the remain- 
der over the toast, and place an egg, 
poached in salted, boiling water, upon 
each slice. Sprinkle each egg with a 
tablespoon of grated cheese (American, 
factory), and set the dish in the oven to 
melt the cheese. Serve at once or the 
cheese will harden. 


CREAM OFTtlCE SOUP. 


Pick over and wash half a cup of rice; 


let stand half an hour or more in one j 
pint of cold water, then add one pint of 
hot, white stock, well seasoned, andt 
boil until tender. Pass through a sieve, 
add another pint of stock, with salt and 
i 
| pepper to taste. Beat the yolks of two ! 


add one cup of rich milk or cream, 
with a little o"f the hot liquid and 


stir into the soup. Do not allow the 
soup to boil again after the egg is added. 
Serve with 'croutons, i. e., bits of bread,; 
buttered and browned in the oven. 
CREAMED 
CORNED BEEF 
AU 


GRATIN. 


Scald one pint of milk with half an 


onion and a cup of celery cut into bits. 
Strain out the vegetables and stir into 
the milk two tablespoons each of butter 
and flour creamed together; stir until 
the sauce thickens, and occasionally for 
15 minutes, then add one pint of cold 
corned beef, cut in small cubes. Turn 
'the mixture into a gratin dish, buttered, 
cover with one cup of cracker crumbs, 
stirred into one-fourth oup of melted 
butter, and set into the oven long enough 
to brown the crumbs. Garnish the cen- 
tre of the dish with a boquet of celery 
leaves. 


POTATO CROQUETTKS. 


Press through a ricer hot boiled pota- 


toes enough to make three cups; add 
three tablespoons of butter, nearly one 
teaspoonful of salt, one-fourth teaspoon 
each of paprika and celery salt.half a 
teaspoon of onion juice and the beaten 
yolks of two eggs; beat the mixture thor- 
oughly; shape, roll in sifted bread 
crumbs, dip in egg, drain, and again roll 
in crumbs. Fry 60 seconds in deep fat; 
drain on soft paper and serve. 
PRUNES MOULDED IN LEMON 


JELLY. 


Soak half a box of gelatine in half a 


cup of cold water; dissolve with a scant 
pint of boiling water, add one cup of 
sugar and one cup of lemon juice, strain 
and chill. Have ready half a pound of 
prunes that have been soaked over night, 
cooked until tender, and the stones re- 
moved. Put two or three prunes each 
into individual cups or moulds, fill the 
cups with the jelly, and set aside to 
harden. A few blanched almonds With 
the prunes will improve the quality of 
the dish for many. Serve with whipped 
cream or boiled custard.

His Investigations of Machine Gun Warfare 


and His Offer to the Government.

class man. my attention was attracted 
by the description of the Maxim auto- 
matic gun. Perfect recitations were few 
aad far between for me in those days 
Like General Grant, if tbe class could 
have been turned upside down I would 
have been near the top. There was 
something so fascinating, 
however, 


about the description of the automatic 
gun that I completely mastered It and 
got three "mazes" for my trouble. A lit- 
tle bit later another cadet and myself 
had tbe privilege of testing a. Gatling 
gun oa the target range. A row of sil- 
houettes was set up to represent men at 
a distance of 600 yards, and we were 
permitted to grind out a couple of thou- 
sand rounds at this target It was the 
old style .45 caliber Gatling, and we 
could see the stream of bullets leaving 
the muzzle of the gun and trace it as 
one would trace a stream of water from 
a hose until it struck the ground among 
the targets, knocking up a shower of 
gravel and a cloud of dust. We then ex- 
amined our targets and In spite of the 
fact that this was our first attempt 
found them literally riddled with bullet 
holes. That settled the matter. I be- 
came a convert to machine guns on that 
day and have never wavered in my 
faith since. 


Joining at a frontier post in the In- 


dian Territory where duty was light and 
amusements were few, there was plenty 
of opportunity for reading and study. 
It was necessary to select an object of 
special study, with a view of becoming 
a specialist in some military lice. Of 
course every officer desires to win pro- 
motion if possible. I therefore settled 
upon the study of law for one specialty 
and, as the chances for promotion in 
that direction seemed very remote, put 
in -spare time la special study of my 
original subject of inclination, the ma- 
chine guns. Data upon this subject were 
rather bard -to obtain. The discussions 
of the English Military Service insti- 
tute, a few article* in our own military 
Journals and tbe authorized manuals 
for the various machine guns adopted hi 
the United States service were the only 
available sources of information. This 
scarcity of data practically drove me 
into original research on the subject 


It was about this time that the great 


strike at Chicago In the summer of 1894 
caused an extensive mobilization of the 
United States troops. Those stationed at 
Port Sill, along with others, were order- 
ed to prepare for immediate service, and 
tbe post became tbe scene of busy activ- 
ity from morn until night As ordnance 
officer of the post I had in my charge 
two Gatling guns, and I was familiar 
with the very effective use which had 
been made of similar guns in Cincinnati. 
There has always been a fascination 
about the story of how Napoleon quell- 
ed the Pails mob, and I could see no 
reason why, if necessary, tho operation 
should not be repeated at Chicago. Ac- 
cordingly I laid these tfews before the 
post commander and obtained authority 
to instruct a sufficient number of men 
to work my Catlings, with a view of 
using them should the regiment be ac- 
tually called upon for service. The in- 
struction of these detachments crystal- 
lized my ideas upon the subject. The 
regiment was not called out, nor were 
the guns used, but a direction had been 
given to my investigations on the sub- 
ject which had results afterward. 


It appears that in all the previous use 


of machine guns those who had charge 
of them ba,ve labored under the false 
impression that machine guns are an 
Inferior sort of artillery. Accordingly 
the use of this weapon has generally 
been intrusted to artillery officers, and, 
being regarded as an infenor weapon, 
it has been difficult to obtain the best 
quarffled officers to perform the work. 
There did not appear to have been in 
any country a conception that this spe- 
cial Weapon demanded special study 
special training, or that it would per- 
form a special function. This was par- 
ticularly true of the use made by the 
French of the machine gun in the only 
war of Any magnitude where the weap- 
on war used. 


During the winter of 189* circum- 


stances conspired to direct mr studies 
particularly in the direction of army or- 
ganisation and tactics. The moment I 
began to consider the problems of the 
modern battlefield the inevitable prob- 
lem was presented of how to support 
infantry by some kind of fire during tbe 
last stages of the assault. During the 
stage of action In which Infantry re- 
mainfr in close order It Is protected by 
artillery fire. But as soon as it begins 
to get within effective small arm range 
the proximity of the two flnng lines for- 
bids tbe long range use ot artillery. It 
was formerly the custom to move the 
artillery forward at this stage, but the 
employment of flat trajectories and 
magazine rifles made it obvious to me 
that tbe future employment of artillery 
at short range was at least extremely 
doubtful, because tbe guns present a 
large target, require a coaulderable 
Bomber of men for their operation 
grouped in a small space and depend 
upon the services of animals through a 
cone of deadly destructiveness to bring 
tbe artillery Into action. At tbe same 
time that I found this difficulty in using 
artillery on my imaginary battlefields I 
discovered that the intense modern flre 


*er P°ss'ble to concentrate the fire of 
'arge bodles of the attacking force upon 
deiimte oujectives and to cnnnge these

the English service and used by Eng- 
land In the siege of Alexandria. In the 
naval bombardment the guns were used 
to drive away the enemy's caunoneers, 
and a battery of three Gatling guns 
formed a portion of the landing party. 
This battery was used to preserve order 
in the city and inspired such a whole- 
some terror in the enemy that a force 
of 5,000 was overawed by 700 British sol-

The description of the Maxim gun 


applies in general terms equally as well 
to the Colt automatic. Both of these 
guns are mounted upon tupods, the 
whole equipment, gun and all, weighing 
about SO pounds. It was Maxim guns 
of this description that were used so 
successfully by Lord Kitchener at Om- 
durman. The guns were placed in a 
semicircle surrounding the British posi- 
tion, concealed as much as possible, 
and when the charge of the dervishes 
began the whole space of 1,600 yards in 
front was literallyswept by an automat- 
ic hail of Maxim bullets, which was so 
effective that the del vlsh aead lay piled 
In great heaps and masses where they 
fell. After breaking the charge of the 
dervishes a countercharge was made 
by Kitchener's forces, and the machine 
guns were moved forward in the 1'iont 
rank of this counter assault, continuing 
their deadly work as long as a live 
dervish remained upon the field. 


A great deil of time and study have 


bepn devoted to machine guns by the 
English service, with a resulting or- 
ganization as follows: Each battalion 
of the service is provided with two 
Maxim guns, served by a. picked detail 
of selected men. Each of these guns 
constitutes a tactical unit by itself and 
may operate alone or in conjunction 
with other machine guns or with other 
.arms of the service. The whole force 
of machine guns of each brigade is 
combined for administrative purposes 
under the brigade commander. The 
machine 
guns, therefore, constitute 


practically an independent arm in the 
British service. 


In the Chile-Peruvian war the ma- 


chine guns were not used effectively in 
land operations by either side. They 
were used, however, by both navies with 
great effect. The Chileans were supplied 
with the Nordenfeldt machine guns, 
which were operated by a lever in a 
manner somewhat similar to the Reyffe 
mitrailleuse. The Peruvians used the 
Gatling gun. The most conspicuous ex- 
ample of machine gun use was at the 
capture of the Huascar, Sth of October, 
1879. 
The opposing force consisted of 


three powerful ironclads, the Cochrane, 
the Blanco and the O'Higgins. Of this 
engagement C. R. Markham, C. B. F R, 
S., in "War Between Peru and Chile," 
says, "At the shoivt ranges the effect of 
the machine gun fire was very deadly, 
he Gatling gun in the Huascar's top be- 
ns silenced by the more effective flre 
>f the Nordenfeldts with which the 
Chilean ironclads were armed." It Is 
>erhaps worthy of notice that the Nor- 
lenfeldts bad a great superiority of 
lumbers and that this engagement does 
tot furnish a basis from which to con- 
Hude that the Nordenfeldt as a weapon 
is superior to the Gatling.

of them have been spent in prison. He 
joined the Fenian move in his early 
yoiith, took part IB the "rising" of 1867 
and afterward tuveled through Eng- 
land and S'-otland enlisting conveys 
for the so called Irish cause. Ke be- 
lieved in rebelling against British au- 
thonty. but the alleged plots of the dy- 
namiteis were loathsome to him 
In 


public, when speaking, he is eloquent 
and iiery, but in pnvate life he is mild 
and feeritle In manner and of a lovable 
disposition.

retuin to his native city more honor* 
were showered on him. These culminat- 
ed m his election to the mayoralty.

The acquisition of Porto Rico by Un- 


cle Sam takes away from a home city 
the title of oldest city within the bor- 
ders of the United States. That honor 
must unquestionably be granted to the 
settlement of Ponce de Leon at Capar- 
ra, near the site of Pueblo Viejo, acres* 
San Juan bay, which Is 55 years older 
than any other claimant for the dis- 
tinction. The Spanish town of St. Au- 
gustine, Fla., has heretofore been re- 
garded as our oldest city, being founded 
in 1565, but Caparra's first building was 
raised in 1509.

The town is alarmed over what prom- 


ises to be an epidemic of the scarlet 
fever, but on close investigation we 
find that facts are considerably ex- 
aggerated. The report gained ground 
yesterday afternoon that there were 
nearly 30 cases of scarlet fever in town. 
This is not true. The number of cases 
reported by the physicians of the town 
are as follows: Dr. Lloyd 4 cases, Dr 
Hull 10, Dr. Woodbridge 2, Dr. Olds 2, 
making in all 18 cases. Of these sev- 
eral have only shown symptoms of the 
fever. Several more have called in a 
physician but it has been more on ac- 
count of fear of the disease than on 
account of actual symmptoms. 


Two cases of scarlet 
fever 
have 


broken out in the college ^and have 
been moved to the contagious -vyard of 
the college infirmary. A trained nurse 
has been secured for them from Pitts- 
field and a determined effort will be 
made by the cllege authorities to pre- 
wht any further spreading of the dis- 
ease. No action will be taken by the 
authorities at present, but should any 
further cases develop, some action will 
be taken at once. 


There sems to be some disagreement 


among the physicians of the town as 
to the actual number of cases of the 
real fever existing at present. One 
physician claimming that mamny of 
the so called scarlet fever cases, have 
not the symptoms of the disease. 


The board of health of the town will 


pi'obably memet this afternoon and 
discuss more fully •What should be done 
to stamp out the malady. Public senti- 
ment demands that every precaution 
be taken by them promptly to prevent 
the disease from spreading1, and a 
more strict watch will be kept on the 
quarantine houses. 


People are somewhat surprised tbat 


the parochial schools have not been 
compelled to close. If the scarlet fever 
is to be prevented from spreading, it 
must be by the earnest co-operation of 
all people. 


It is also somewhat surprising that 


the people living- In the houses that 
have been quarintmed should be so 
careiess in either going out them- 
selves or permitting others to enter 
their homes. It is to h? hoped that this 
matter uill be carefully considered by 
those in any way connected 
with a 


quarantine house ab it is a duty that 
they owe not only to their fellow men, 
but themselves,
